I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  both  to  you,  to  other 
officials  of  the  Council  and  to  my  staff  for  the  help  and 
co-operation  which  I  have  received  throughout  the  year.  I 
also  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  assistance  given  to  me  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Surveyor  in  compiling  my 
Report.

SECTION  B 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area 

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Health  visiting  is  carried  out  by  nurses  on  the  staff  of 
the  Cheshire  County  Council.  Infant  Welfare  Centres  attended 
by  children  from  Rural  areas  are  situated  in  Macclesfield, 
Bollmgton,  Poynton  and  Congleton.  Welfare  Foods  are  avail¬ 
able  at  cost  price  for  those  who  attend. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

District  Nurses  serving  the  Rural  District  are  resident 
m  Adlington,  Chelford,  Gawsworth,  Goostrey,  Monks  Heath, 
Poynton,  Prestbury,  Rainow  and  Sutton,  and  the  Home 
Nursing  Service,  formerly  carried  out  by  voluntary  com¬ 
mittees  is  now  provided  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Early  in  the  year  sessions  for  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  were  completed  in  nearly  all  schools  within  the 
area.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  against  Whooping 
Cough  and  Vaccinations  have  been  carried  out  by  Doctors  in 
their  Surgeries,  at  home  and  at  the  Welfare  Centres.

Ambulances  and  Transport 

Cheshire  County  Council  Ambulances  based  in  Maccles¬ 
field  serve  the  greater  part  of  the  Rural  District,  but  am¬ 
bulances  are  also  available  from  Congleton,  Stockport, 
Whaley  Bridge,  Alderley  Edge,  Wilmslow  and  Sandbach.  A 
Sitting-case  Car  Service  is  provided  by  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  under  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care 

As  the  control  of  Tuberculosis  presents  a  most  pressing 
problem,  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  have  formed  a 
Care  and  After  Care  Sub-Committee  to  undertake  certain 
aspects  of  this  work. 

Domestic  Health  Service 

Linder  Section  29  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
the  Cheshire  County  Council  have  provided  a  Home  Help  Ser¬ 
vice  for  persons  who  are  ill  or  lymg-in,  for  expectant 
mothers,  for  mental  defectives,  for  aged  persons  and  for 
children  not  over  compulsory  school  age.  One  permanent 
Home  Help  who  resides  in  Macclesfield  has  been  appointed 
by  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  for  work  in  the  rural  area 
while  casual  and  part-time  Home  Helps  have  been  employed 
according  to  need.  A  charge  is  made  for  this  service  and 
varies  according  to  income. 

SECTION  C 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water 

The  water  supply  to  those  parts  of  the  area  served  by 
public  mains  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality.  Generallv,  the 
supply  has  also  been  satisfactory  in  quantity,  except  in  the 
Parish  of  Kettleshulme  where  the  laying  of  mains  m  place  of 
standpipes  has  increased  the  demand  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  yield  is  barely  sufficient  to  cover  the  consumption.  The 
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necessity  for  augmenting  this  supply  was  mentioned  in  my 
report  last  year. 

Difficulty  has  also  been  experienced  at  the  North  Rode 
source  works,  due  to  the  lowering  of  the  water  table  follow¬ 
ing  the  acute  drought  in  1949  and  abnormally  dry  years  in 
1947  and  1948.  The  syphon  had  to  be  abandoned  and 
mechanical  pumping  resorted  to. 

Samples  from  a  private  supply  to  houses  in  the  Swans- 
coe  area  of  the  Parish  of  Hurdsfield  showed  evidence  of 
faecal  coli.  Enquiries  were  made  from  the  owners  of  the 
supply  and  whilst  the  source  could  not  definitely  be  traced 
it  was  thought  that  the  water  might  be  coming  from  a  quarry 
above  the  reserve  tanks.  Investigations  were  made  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  officials  of  the  Authority  in  whose  area  the 
quarry  was  situated  and  it  was  found  that  night-soil  pails 
were  being  emptied  in  the  quarry.  Samples  taken  after  the 
practice  ceased  showed  the  water  to  be  free  from  faecal  coli ; 
the  number  of  non  faecal  coli  varied  between  2  and  14  per 
100  ml.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Council’s  mains  can  be  extended 
to  this  area  and  so  obviate  the  necessity  of,  relying  on  a 
supply  which  is  liable  to  pollution. 

Forty  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  examination. 
Nine  samples  were  from  public  supplies  and  3  1  samples  from 
private  supplies.  The  results  of  examinations  from  public  sup¬ 
plies  are  set  out  below  : —

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The  condition  of  the  water  was  taken  up  with  the  Mac¬ 
clesfield  Corporation  and  was  due  to  shortage  of  water  for 
flushing  mains. 

Nineteen  samples  from  private  supplies  were  satisfac¬ 
tory  and  twelve  were  unsatisfactory. 

The  parishes  of  Lyme  Handley,  Poynton  with  Worth, 
Great  Warford,  Chorley,  Nether  Alderley  and  the  Newton 
Ward  of  Mottram  St.  Andrew  are  within  the  Statutory  area 
of  supply  of  the  Stockport  Corporation. 

The  Council  has  a  small  source  works  at  North  Rode 
supplying  the  parishes  to  the  south  of  the  area.  The  parish 
of  Kettleshulme  is  also  supplied  from  source  works  owned  by 
the  Council. 

Water  for  the  remaining  parishes  is  purchased  from  the 
Stockport  Corporation,  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield  and  the 
Urban  District  of  Bollington. 

None  of  the  water  passing  into  the  public  mains  has 
been  shown  to  have  a  solvent  action  on  lead. 


The  number  of  houses  having  a  piped  supply  of  water 
direct  to  the  house  is  4,556  representing  a  population  of 
approximately  15,94°-

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  extension  of  water  mams  and  the  laying  of  piped 
supplies  to  houses  is  often  the  forerunner  of  complaints  re¬ 
garding  the  unsatisfactory  drainage  disposal,  and  it  is 
natural  that  with  such  a  large  area  of  the  district  now  enjoy¬ 
ing  this  amenity  that  the  provision  of  proper  means  of  waste 
water  disposal  in  all  but  the  most  scattered  areas  should  re¬ 
ceive  serious  consideration. 

When  the  disposal  of  the  drainage  from  the  proposed 
new  houses  at  Eaton  was  considered,  a  scheme  was  pre¬ 
pared  to  include  the  sewering  of  the  village  and  school  as 
well.  In  the  past  the  provision  of  houses  has  been  of  such 
urgency  that  it  has  not  always  been  expedient  to  prepare  a 
comprehensive  scheme  but  it  would  be  an  advantage  if  the 
requirements  of  existing  properties  could  be  provided  for 
when  the  drainage  from  new  houses  is  being  dealt  with. 

No  new  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  were 
constructed  during  the  year  and  there  was  no  extension  to 
the  public  sewerage  system.  The  necessity  must  again  be

stressed  for  the  sewering  of  the  Langley  area  of  Sutton. 
Kettleshulme,  Bosley  and  Mottram  St.  Andrew  are  also  in 
urgent  need  of  sewering.  The  erection  of  houses  at  Dicklow 
Cob,  Withington  with  a  temporary  means  of  sewage  disposal, 
the  existing  Council  Houses  at  South  View,  and  the  other 
private  properties  in  the  area  would  appear  to  warrant  in¬ 
vestigation  into  the  possibility  of  the  provision  of  a  sewerage 
system  for  this  part  of  Withington. 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  disposal  of  sewage 
from  Wilmslow  and  Alderley  on  the  site  of  the  present 
Alderley  Edge  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  These  works  are 
badly  overloaded  and  are  causing  a  serious  nuisance  in 
Chorley  where  the  works  are  situated.  It  is  obvious  that  only 
extensive  works  can  ameliorate  conditions  and  in  the  in¬ 
terests  of  public  health,  the  work  should  not  be  delayed. 
Negotiations  have  been  taking  place  with  the  Alderley  Edge 
and  Wilmslow  Urban  Districts,  with  a  view  to  the  sewage 
from  the  parishes  of  Chorley  and  Great  Warford  being 
treated  at  the  reconstructed  outfall  works  and,  whilst  agree¬ 
ment  in  principle  has  been  reached,  no  final  arrangements 
have  been  made. 

Public  Cleansing 

Since  the  1st  April  the  refuse  collection  has  been  carried 
out  by  direct  labour.  The  Contractor  previously  employed 
gave  one  months’  notice  on  the  1st  March  and  the  Council 
decided  to  introduce  direct  labour.  Difficulties  arose  due  to 
labour  shortages  and  mechanical  breakdowns  but  these 
were  subsequently  overcome. 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  frequency  of  collec¬ 
tion  but  the  service  has  been  extended  to  include  a  large 
number  of  properties  hitherto  not  covered.  New  properties 
include  Council  Houses  and  these  invariably  increase  loading 
time  because  of  the  long  “carries”  between  the  house 
and  the  vehicle.  A  weekly  service  is  given  in  the  Parish  of 
Poynton,  part  of  Prestbury  and  the  Langley  area  of  Sutton. 
The  remainder  of  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  Wild- 
boarclough,  Wincle  and  Macclesfield  Forest,  has  a  fort¬ 
nightly  service.  In  the  latter  parishes  ashpits  are  emptied 
quarterly. 

During  the  year  the  price  of  waste  paper  fell,  and  the 
Direction  relating  to  the  collection  of  scrap  materials  was 
revoked.  As  a  result  of  this  the  Council  decided  to  discontinue 
the  collection  of  waste  materials.  Formerly  the  collection 
of  waste  materials  had  been  carried  out  by  a  separate  vehicle 
and  the  abandonment  of  the  scheme  threw  an  additional 
burden  on  the  refuse  collection  service. 
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Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  principal  work  under¬ 
taken  under  the  various  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts, 
during  the  year.  Eighty-six  complaints  were  received  and 
dealt  with.  One  hundred  and  twenty  preliminary  notices  and 
twenty-five  statutory  notices  were  served.

Moveable  dwellings  are  now  controlled  under  the  Town 
and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947,  as  well  as  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936.  On  the  twenty-six  visits  no  nuisance  was  found. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 

One  rat-catcher  is  employed  in  the  destruction  of  rats 
and  mice.  The  Cheshire  County  Council  has  delegated  its 
powers  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919, 
to  this  Authority.  Test  baiting  of  the  Council  sewers  revealed 
no  evidence  of  infestation  by  rats. 

Thirteen  complaints  were  received  and  dealt  with  in 
addition  to  infestations  found  by  search.

Overcrowding 

The  demand  for  houses  indicates  that  there  is  still  a 
good  deal  of  overcrowding  in  the  area.  A  separate  dwelling 
for  each  family  is  the  first  standard  to  be  aimed  at.  When 
this  has  been  achieved  needs  of  families  living  in  over¬ 
crowded  conditions  should  receive  serious  consideration. 


SECTION  E 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

M\ ik 

On  the  ist  October,  1949,  the  responsibility  for  the 
supervision  of  milk  production  passed  from  Local  Authorities 
to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  Local 
Authority  is  still  responsible  for  the  distribution  side  and  is 
required  to  keep  registers  of  milk  distributors  and  of 
premises  used  as  dairies  which  are  not  registered  as  dairy 
farms. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods 

All  meat  for  consumption  in  the  area  is  slaughtered 
within  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield  and  is  subject  to  inspec¬ 
tion  there  before  being  distributed. 

There  a,re  now  five  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area, 
the  licences  for  two  having  been  given  up  by  the  owners. 

Their  use  has  been  suspended  since  the  early  part  of  the 
last  war  except  for  occasional  slaughter.

Food  and  Food  Preparing  Premises 

The  local  Authority  has  not  sponsored  any  Clean  Food 
Campaigns.  It  is  felt  that  the  best  effect  can  be  given  to 
existing  legislation  by  frequent  inspection.  Many  of  the 
catering  establishments  in  the  area  have  only  a  week-end 
trade  and  it  is  difficult  to  assess  conditions  unless  visits  are 
made  at  these  times. 

Five  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  ice  cream  and  twenty-two  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 

Twenty-nine  visits  were  made  to  food  preparing 
premises  during  the  year  and  one  informal  notice  was  served 
to  cleanse  the  premises.
